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ASHINGTON, July 16 (AP) 
~The chief arson investigator 
of the state of Illinois told the 
Senate Rackets Committe that 
40 unsolved fires in 17 months 
have hit Chicago's racket-rid- 
den restaurant industry. 

He said the fires, or many of 
them, could have been the work 
of some organization. 

“It looks like the arsonists 
are just having a field day out 


there,” observed Committee 
Chairman John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas. He asked 


whether the record does not 
show that state officials are un- 
able to cope with the problem. 

John McFarland, chief arson 
investigator in the state -fire 
marshal’s office, told the com- 
mittee “I haven't said that it is 
arson.” 

Restaurant Men Silent. 

“We can’t call it arson until 
we can prove it,” he said. He 
told the Senators that restau- 
rant owners have been strange- 
lv silent when police inquired 
into the cause of fires, or asked 
whether they had been in- 
volved in trouble with 
racketeers and gangsters de- 
manding extortion payments. 

McFarland gave carefully 
phrased answers, often fencing 
orally with his questioners. 


Restaurant owner Gustav 
Allgauer previously had told 
the committee "I’m not afraid 


of -anybody” but said he has no 
idea who burned down his Fire- 


side Restaurant in suburban 
Chicago. 

“I'm willing to talk,” All- 
gauer said. “I'll tell you any- 
thing that I know. If I knew 
who did it I'd tell you.”

The Decision to Intervene in Lebanon 


The instinct that led Speaker Rayburn and 
Senate Majority Leader Johnson to close 
ranks behind President Eisenhower in the 
Middle East crisis is widely shared. What- 
ever disagreement over foreign policy there 
may have been before the President made his 
decision for unilateral military intervention 
in Lebanon, the country necessarily must 
honor the commitment the President has 
made. 

It was also a sound instinct which impelled 
the Senate foreign relations committee to re- 
vive the dormant Fulbright proposal for an 
extensive review of foreign policy beginning 
with the Middle East. One need only think 
back to the fall of 1956 to appreciate how 
badly a critical cxamination of Middle East 
policy is needed. 

In the fall of 1956 Britain and France seized 
the pretext of Israel’s invasion of Egypt to 
undertake military action intended to dispose 
The United States 
not only stood aside, but in the United Na- 
tions joined hands with the Soviet Union to 
end the military action of its allies and re- 
store jurisdiction to the U.N. Our stand then 
was that world opinion as represented by a 
decisive majority of U.N. members should 
control national actions, and that military so- 
lutions of world problems were acceptable 
only when undertaken by the U.N. 


Today the United States is undertaking mil- 
itary action in the same region and for essen- 
tially the same reason as Britain, without 
U.N. sanction. If the nation was wise and 
right in 1956, how can it be wise and right 
today? Such a startling reversal within less 
than two years can only be interpreted as a 
sign that American policy in the Middle East 
had come to a dead end. It is quite proper 
that the Senate, at the appropriate time, 
should searchingly inquire into how this came 
about. 

The President, in his message to Congress, 
Says that the revolt in Iraq changed the whole 
situation, and there is no question that the 
success of the Nasserites in dislodging the key- 
stone of the Baghdad pact did pose a crisis 
for Lebanon and the West. What remains to 
be shown is that the crisis can be better 
solved by military intervention than by any 
other means. It is possible that the fall of 
King Faisal in Baghdad was a symptom of 
deep political forces which had gone too far 
to be arrested by a belated military stroke. It 
is possible that, having failed to anticipate the 
problem and to meet -it with political and 
diplomatic measures when those might have 
succeeded, we shall. by taking military meas- 
ures now, only create new political problems 
to be faced in the future. 

But more is involved than the question of 
whether military intervention is likely to suc- 
ceed. The unhappy truth is that the United 


States has forfeited the high moral ground 
which it took in the Suez crisis. Some British 
and French leaders thought the Americans 
were being naive and sentimental then, but 
the passage of time has vindicated that stand 
for principle. We demonstrated, under con- 
ditions of great strain, that we meant what 
we said when we spoke of laying aside ‘the 
power politics of a bygone colonialism, and 
we gained enormous standing with ex-colonial 
peoples as a result. 
.

The President says the Marines are in Leb- 
anon in with Article 51 of the 
U.N. charter, which recognizes the inherent 
right of collective self-defense. But Article 
51 applies-to cases of armed attack, and there 
has been no armed attack. The President 
says we have intervened at the request of 


“a friend ia need.” The request comes, how- 


ever, from a government which has so little 
popular support that it is unable to enforce 
law and order. On this score we are using 
the same excuse which the Russians used 


when they ruthlessly crushed the rebellion 


in Hungary. 

Finally, the President justifies his decision 
by saying that wé are merely acting until the 
United Nations can take adequate measures 


of its own. As to the necessity of action, how- . 
ever, he has substituted his own judgment 


for that of the United Nations, whose ob 
servers have strongly indicated that Leba- 
non’s troubles are chiefly internal. 


In view of all these factors, it is fortunate 
that the President is asking the U.N. Secur- 
ity Council to authorize an emergency force 
to take over the job from the Marines as 
soon as possible. If the Security Council fails 
to act, he is honor bound to go to the General 
Assembly, just as he did in the case of Suez. 
And if the Assembly fails to authorize inter- 
national police action, he is honor bound to 
accept that body’s collective judgment as to 
just what should be done.

As for the immediate risks of spreading 
conflict in the Middle East, which the Presi- 
dent says he took fully into account, the 
country must hope that they will be mini- 
mized by a sense of restraint on all sides. 
The great danger is that the Russians, at the 
request of the Nasserite governments, may 
move into Iraq or Syria. Another is that the 
United States may move on from Lebanon to 
Jordan in the hope of overturning the Iraqi 
revolt. Another is that Israel may choose 
this time to “rectify its borders” with Jordan. 


This is a time for containing potential con- 
flict, not expanding it. Let us hope that cool 
judgment and a sense of respect for world 
opinion as expressed by the U.N. will check 
the incipient blaze that could spread from 
the Middle East to the entire world.

One Toe in the Meramec 


Gov. Blair has stuck one toe into the Mera- 
mec river and we hope he found the water so 
fine that next time he will dive in head-first. 

It was a pretty big toe, however. With it 
the Governor pushed aside the logjam that 
has impeded development of the Meramec 
for the past eight years. 

Recognizing that economic conditions and 
public sentiment are far different now from 
what‘they were when Gov. Forrest Smith re- 
jected the Meramec development in 1950, 
Gov. Blair asked the Army Engineers to bring 
their study of that basin up to date. 

When the blueprints are, accordingly, ready 
for work to begin, and Congress can be asked 
for appropriations, we trust Gov. Blair can 
be found among the project’s enthusiastic 
advocates. 


The Army Engineers’ plans for the Mera- 
mec will do a great deal for Missouri. They 
will alleviate grievous floods such as wracked 
parts of the Meramec valley. nine times last 
year. They will proyide much-needed recre- 
ation facilities, open up sites for industries, 
broaden the tax base. 


Surely no one can object to these benefits. 
Some of us may want more—but meanwhile 
should that prevent us from obtaining what 
we can get now? Let us be content to walk 
one step at atime. With the kind of leader- 
ship we feel sure Gov. Blair is capable of pro- 
viding the people of his state, it should be 
possible to develop the valley of the Mera- 
mec in a way in which we can all take profit 
and pride. 


Candor in the County Primary 


A. Clifford Jones's indorsement of fluorida- 
tion ought to win friends (and votes) for him 
among the physicians, dentists, mothers’ 
groups and others who have worked so hard 
so long to bring to the county this modern 
method of attacking dental decay in children. 
More than that, his refreshing frankness in 
expressing himself on an allegedly “contro- 
versial” subject will recommend him to 
friends of good government whether they 
agree with him on this issue or not. 


Mr. Jones is the unopposed candidate for 
the Republican nomination for County Super- 
visor. As such he quite easily could have 
avoided this subject until after the Aug. 5 
primary. Even then, if pressed, he could have 
adopted the mealy-mouthed approach of the 
two front runners for the Democratic nom- 
ination. They are Councilman James H. J. 
McNary and Lee M. Duggan, who have de- 
clined to say whether they favor or oppose 
the proposal. It is all to Mr. Jones's credit 
that he has spoken out so-clearly. 

Neither Mr. McNary nor Mr. Duggan wants 
any part of this issue. Im effect they are say- 
ing that regardless of the merits of fluorida- 
tion, if the people want it they will have to 
get it on their own through the initiative 
process. Neither Mr: McNary nor Mr. Duggan 
will lift a hand to help. 

Mr. McNary has a chance between now and 
Aug. 5 to redeem himself, He could take the 
lead in heeding Supervisor Matthews’s call 
for another effort to pass the fluoridation bill. 
Mr. Matthews’s recommendation is based 
the indorsement of fluoridation by the 
States Public Health Service, the 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
the American Medical and Dental Associations 
and others. 

Will Mr. McNary act on the evidence, which 
as the Supervisor says is “clear-cut, compre- 
hensive and beyond scientific controversy’? 
Or will he continue to peddle the sophistry 


that he is neither for nor against the pro- 


posal? 
Fluoridation has three votes in the seven- 


Mr. McNary’s vote 
could make it a reality. Where does he stand? 
He ought to be candid with the thousands of 
parents who will vote in the Democratic pri- 
mary next month. 


For Air Safety 


The Senate is to be congratulated on its 
speedy and unanimous vote for the bill to 
create a new independent Federal Aviation 
Agency. If the House passes the measure, 
the United States will have at last the type 
of air safety agency that it should have had 
at least 12 years ago. 

Since World War II ended and the nation’s 
skyways became more crowded with faster 
and faster planes, the various federal agen- 


cies concerned with aviation have demon- 


strated their inadequacy day after day. Au- 
thority and responsibility were dispersed 
throughout these agencies. | 

The bill, introduced in the Senate by Sena- 
tor Monroney and in the House by Represen- 


tative Oren Harris, provides for centralization™ 


of authority in the FAA administrator, a ci- 
villian appointed by the President. His would 
be a position of great power. He would be 
responsible for promulgating and enforcing 
safety rules, for assigning air space, for oper- 
ating navigational facilities and for promoting 
aeronautics generally, He. would have to be 
eminently fitted for the post. 

It is high time that the frictions and confu- 
sions which have existed between military and 
civilian aviation were ended. There is no 
longer any reason for countenancing the com- 
plexities and the stultifications that arose 


-from 70-odd interagency groups working on 


one phase or another of aviation policy or 
planning. The testimony adduced in Senate 
committee hearings shows clearly that the 
FAA is what is needed. One can only regret 
that it took two recent mid-air collisions to 
precipitate action.

A Border ‘in Need of Repairs 


Canadians Too Aware of Us While We Are Too Unaware of Them

Forty rivers, great and small, flow 
south across the international boun- 
dary from Canada into the United 
States. As if to symbolize the imbal- 
ance between the two countries’ 
awareness of each other, only a few 
run north into Canada. 


In many different ways this di- 
vergence between Canada’s intense 
awareness of the United States and 
the latter's only 
vague concern

of factor underlying 
whatever Canadi- 
an-American diffi- 
culties have arisen 
in recent years. 
To spell it out in

a great nation. Now it appears that 
the time is coming when Americans 
may have to accept the importance 
of the smaller partner as an inescap- 
able fact in their country. 


Many Canadians on recent visits 
to the United States have remarked 
on what they felt to be a paucity of 
news of Canada in American news- 
papers, on radio and television. 

Whien the United States House of 
Representatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee sent a two-man special 
study mission to Canada last winter 


to find out why Washington's best 
friends were in such a critical mood, 
Representatives Brooks Hays (Dem.), 
of Arkansas. and Frank M. Coffin 
(Dem.) Maine reported back that a 
fundamental cause of present Cana- 
dian discontent was lack of Ameri- 
can interest in Canada and its prob- 
lems. They said that this even trans- 
lated itself into economic friction. 

Content to think of Canada as sim- 
ply a nice place to go for a holiday 
and of Canadians as pleasant but not 
very exciting or important rubber- 
stamp replicas of themselves, Ameri- 
cans have been largely unconscious 
of the many problems—economic, 
cultural, historical, and emotional— 
with which Canadians have had to 
struggle because of this one-way 
street of knowledge. 

The House study mission was in 
itself a case in point. In the past 
both the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee and the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee have had subcom- 
mittees on almost everything under 
the sun. Matters concerning Canada, 
however, have been left to the—at 
times—rather chilly mercies of the 
State Department or to trade and tar- 
iff committees politically preoccupied 
with sectional interests in their own 
country. 

Speaking on Canadian relations 
before the Senate committee in May, 
Prof. Percy E. Corbett of Princeton 
said: “I can see no solution... 
which is not based on a deepening 
of the sense of community. This is a 
matter of long-range- education and 
voluntary social co-operation. ... 
If there is any cure, it is to be found 
in social as well as political and eco- 
nomic action.” 

Many Americans may not realize 
that wheat plays a far more im- 
portant role in the total economy 
of Canada than any other single 
product. Anything that endangers 


the export of Canadian wheat is of 
concern to every single. citizen of 
Canada. Yet, even so, Canadians ap- 
pear strongly opposed to any cut- 
throat or all-out competition with 


the United States in competing for | 


world markets. 


Indeed, only last year surveys 
showed that Canadian farmers and

Space engineering’s most 
difficult problem is finding a 
way to stabilize a space ship in 
an environment where gravity 
and. atmospheric resistance do

Maicolm C. Vosburgh,. head 
of the department, ol space 
navigation for Federal Tele- 
com munications Laboratories 
Nutley, N. J., spoke at a meet- 
ing of the organization at Cen- 
tral Institute for the Deaf 

In the atmosphere. control- 
ling the oscillation of a vehicle 
is relatively simple, he said 
In space, however, once a mo- 
tion is started it tends to go 
on indefinitely because there 
is nothing to counter Itt 

Vosburgh discussed methods 
for navigating and guiding 
satellites and extra-terrestrial 
vehicles with human passen- 


gers. One technique under 
study involves use of a large 
aluminum sail to pick up 
energy from the sun. Ma- 


neuvering of the sail would af- 
ford a means of control 
Celestial navigation is effec- 
tive in space, he said, but the 
task of translating information 
from the stars is complex and 


might make it necessary to 
take along heavy computing 
machinery. 

Vosburgh said one way of 


enabling space ship crews to 
figure out where they are, and 
how fast they are going, in- 
volves use of a radar time 
signal between earth and ship 
Another method is bouncing 
radar beams off the earth and 
several other planets to obtain 
a navigational “fix.” 

Hitting the 


moon with a 
satellite. or space ship, Vos- 
burgh said, would require a 
high degree of accuracy A 


missile that was off more than 


a tenth of a degree .in direc- 
tion. or more than 130 miles 
an hour’ in velocity, would 
probably miss the target, it

RUNNING WATER SHUT 
OFFINVACANT HOMES 


Water that has been runnifiz 
in unoccupied residences in the 
4200 block of North Eleventh 
street was to be shut off today 
by the Water Department. The 
houses have been acquired by 
the State Highway Department 
for the Mark Twain Express- 
way and are to be razed soon. 

Water Commissioner Conway 
B. Briscoe was surprised to 
learn that water was running 
in any of the vacant buildings, 
explaining that Water Depart- 
ment employes check vacated 
areas several times a week. He 
said he had ordered a full in- 
spection of all the buildings in 
the block today. 

Briscoe disputed the accu- 
racy of a report by Sidney 
Zagri, community action direc- 
tor for Teamsters Local 688, 
that water had been running 
continuously in some of the 
buildings for three months. 

A reporter accompanied 
Zagri and two community 
stewards of Local 688 on a tour 
of the buildings yesterday. In 
three vacant residences it was 
found that water pipes had 
been broken off, apparently by 
scavengers removing sinks and 


had been given | 


other fixtures. 
At 4200 North Eleventh a 
stream rose about two feet 


high from a broken pipe in the 
basement and at 4220 the base- 
ment was flooded. Zagri said 
the water depth in the Dase- 
ment ranged from two to five 
feet 

He claimed the situation 
there constituted a menace to 
children, who might wander 
into the basement and drown. 
Numerous calls have be@n made 
to the water department, but 
without avail, Zagri said. Bris- 
coe said to his knowledge there 


‘had been no calls and he added 


that the building had been va- 
cated only last Friday. 

At 4234 a bathtub had been 
removed on the first floor and 
a small stream bubbled from 
the broken pipe. Briscoe said 
the water in that building had 
been shut off, but the valve ap-

Haney and Miss Jo Ann Yates. 
The state has refused to re- 
new the tavern’s license, which 
expired June 30. 

Sauer was interviewed at 
police headquarters after ‘dem- 
onstrating his version of the 
shooting at the tavern. Present

_ WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP) 
“Backers of a broad but sim- 
ple states’ rights bill took a no- 
compromise position today as 
the House neared a final vote 
on a measure to limit the effect 
of Supreme Court opinions. 

They apparently had more 
than enough votes to send the 
controversial measure to the 
Senate, but there was some 
question about their ability to 
fend off an amendment to limit 
the bill’s seope. 

In a premilinary test yester- | 
day the House voted 268 to 114 | # 
to consider the bill, a victory 
for forces led by Representa- 
tive Howard W. Smith (Dem.), 
Virginia. 

The bill would provide that 
when Congress and state legis- 
latures enact laws in the same 
field, the federal law does not 
supersede the sate legislation 
unless there is an irreconcil-

You ‘See It Now’ 


And Now You Don’t _ 


NEW YORK, July 16. 
THERE WERE SEVERAL historic occasions this last 
week, One was the end of Edward R. Murrow’s “See It 
Now” after seven years of distinguished history. The other 
was the end of Elfrida von Nardroff after 21 weeks on 
“Twenty One.” The 
events are more or less 
complementary. 
“See It Now” was 
be born in the early days 
ph of televisoin when it was 
i | thought that TV was a 
tremendous new medium 
for the exchange of in- 
formation and ideas. 
“Twenty-One” came along 
in the later phase when 
it was discovered that 
television was far better 
suited to play parlor 
games and give away 
money. “See It Now” en- 
lightened us. “Twenty- 
One” stupified us. One 
used television more or 
less as a public service 
on behalf of the viewers; 
the other uses it solely to 
sell as much of the spon-

sor’s product as possible. 

The last of the “See It Now” programs was one of the 
best of them and it exemplified why the program was the 
greatest prizewinner of television. It tackled an enor- 
mously important subject, the rebirth of an immensely pow- 
erful and prosperous West Germany. It examined the 
subject sensibly, critically, fearlessly, It employed the best 
of pictures with powerful prose. It called on the top ex- 
perts who could add information or opinion, 


“See It Now” is going down the drain because 
it has had trouble attracting sponsors and because 
it was expensive. Yet, when you see Ed Murrow 
and Fred Friendly, by means of prestige alone, 
attracting to their cameras the top leaders and 
industrialists of Germany and all for free, you 
begin to wonder at the economics of television. 
CBS can afford to pay Hal March any amount of 
money. It cannot afford to pay a cameraman to 
take a picture of Chancellor Adenauer whose own 
services are free, IF don’t understand it and, even 
if I did, I would never forgive it. 


The rebirth of Germany is both an inspiring and 
slightly frightening spectacle. This show dealt with both 
aspects. Dick Hottelet, the CBS man in Germany, queried 
the present manager of the mighty Krupp works who said 
smoothly: “Our experience at producing arms is so bad 

that the workers wouldn't produce arms, I think.” An in- 

dustrialist feared inflation. A trade union leader feared 
the Communists. No one seemed to fear the arrival of 
another Hitler. 

Yet the old Hitler pervaded the program. Most pow- 
erful moment of the show was a succession of shots of the 
audience watching, tense and almost knotted with concen- 

tration, a performance of “Diary of Anne Frank.” “Yet the 
guilt is not universal,”’ commented Murrow, as the picture 
moved abruptly, almost. shatteringly from “Diary of Anne 
Frank” to a German beer hall where the Germans roared 
out a drinking song. There were shots of the new “Bundes- 

- wehr,” which is supposedly democratized and humanized. 
Even in American type uniform, the Germans can't avoid 
that superman look. 

Ludwig Erhard, who may or may not be the successor 
to Adenauer, a bland, confident, fat-faced giant of a man, 
chided America for “losing faith” in itself. A bunch of 
teenage kids had a perfectly wonderful bull session on the 

- reunification of Germany, showing themselves to be marve- 

- lously erudite. And Murrow closed, it all off with the 
words: “Their future is uncertain—a position they share 
with every other nation in the world.” 


Murrow’s own future Is Just as uncertain. He 
and Friendly will continue somehow, somewhere, 
but “See It Now” is finished and with it an era 
ends. I remember the first “See It Now,” in 
. November 1951, when Murrow seated in a control 
room ordered Camera 1 to “bring in the Atlantic 
’ ocean,” then ordered the crew in San Francisco to 
bring in the Pacific. “We are impressed by a medi- 
um in which a man sitting in his living room has 
been able for the first time te look at two oceans 
at once.” 


Later the program almost ruined Senator McCarthy— 
long before the Army-McCarthy hearings—by simply show. 
ing the man in his full flavor. It inspected Clinton, Tenn., 
. Integration program with agonizing humanity; it roamed 
* through Korea; it dwelt on a major land scandal in Texas 

and the Texas editor who dug it up. There have been some 
dull “See It Now” shows and some have been better than 
- others but it is by every criterion television's most bril- 
liant, most decorated, most imaginative, most courageous, 
and most important program. The fact that CBS cannot 


afford it but can afford “Beat the Clock” is shocking.

NEXT to leaving at home 
an essential, the worst thing 
a traveler can do is take 
along too much. 


“Much of the pleasure in a 
trip can be lost because of too 
much luggage,” insists Miss 
Frances Knight—who besides 
handing out passports for 
American tourists headed over- 
seas does considerable travel- 
ing on her own. She recently 
went on a_ five-week trip 
around the world, carrying one 
(yes, only ONE) 27-inch suit- 
case. 


Miss Knight—in public life 
the director of the State De- 
partment’s Passport Office and 
in private the wife of magazine 
publisher Wayne Parrish—ap- 
peared on television recently, 
doing a brief and incomplete 
demonstration of her packing 
techniques. The result was 
such a flood of letters asking 
for a complete blueprint of her 
streamlined luggage and ward- 
robe that she now has set it 
down in complete detail. 


“I limit myself to one suit- 
case whether it is for a long 
or short trip,” she says. “For 
a short trip I take a small 
overnight case, and for a long 
trip I use a 27-inch suit case.” 


Miss Knight is a firm be- 
liever in planning and gives 
herself a week's time to pack 
for a long trip. In spare mo- 
ments she puts in such essen- 
tials as toothbrush and paste, 
brush, comb, manicure set, 
travel alarm clock, smal] flash- 
light and a cosmetics kit. Miss 
Knight has reduced this last 
item to makeup, an all-purpose 
face cream, a deodorant, liquid 
shampoo containers (each con- 
taining enough for one sham- 
poo) and a tube of quick-lather 
soap for use in hard water and 
other small ming aids. She 
substitutes cleansing tissues for 
handkerchiefs, 


Assembling her travel 
wardrobe is a longer 88. 
She wears one set of rie 
and packs another — both 


made of drip-dry fabrio—and 
a combina be- 
slipper set of mate- 


“T allow nothing to interfere 
with a nightly schedule of do- 
ing my laundry,” she says. “I 
take a tablespoonful of a de- 
tergent soap powder and seal 
it in a small envelope, allowing 
one envélope for each washing 
while on my trip.” 


Her outside clothes are care- 
fully chosen—dresses, hats and 
shoes of one basic color with 
variations and accents from 
colorful accessories. She finds 
dark dresses, of course, more 
practical than light. For sum- 
mer travel she takes dresses 
and suits made of easy-to- 
launder synthetic fabrics. 


“It is very simple to pack 
three or four dresses in a suit- 
case, providing they are not 
bouffant and fussy,” she has 
found. “I am partial to drip- 
dry sweaters and blouses 
which can be made dressy with 
scarves or beaded collars. I 
usually take two sweaters. and 
two blouses. I take two pairs 
of shoes in addition to the pair 
in which I travel. I put my 
stockings, belts and gloves in 
the shoes to conserve space.” 


Her hats are chosen partly 
for their crush-proof qualities, 
and they complement the dress- 
es and suit. She uses a light 
wool stole instead of an eve- 
ning jacket. She carries a 
combination raincoat, hat and 
boots which fold into a plastic 
bag. 


For the maintenance of her 
wardrobe she has a small travel 
iron which is convertible for 
use in foreign electric outlets, 
and a small sewing kit. 


A reversible topcoat and a 
big traveling handbag complete 
the wardrobe. The handbag is 
large enough to hold a small 
jewelry case, identification pa- 
pers, tickets, passport, cosmet- 
ics, a solid perfume, and such 
other odds and ends a woman 
needs often.

Return to Ranks 
Jolts Ex-Officers 


‘ KAISERSLAUTERN, Germany. 
ONE OF THE RESULTS of the armed forces cutting 
down on personnel is that many officers have been given 
the choice of getting out of the service or becoming en- 
listed men. This rates (which comes from the word RIF 
: a or Reduction in Forces) 
: has been going on since 
1949. The system is that, 
‘ if a man has 16 or 17 
years in the service and 
he is asked to step out 
as an officer, he will lose 
his pension. But if he 
finishes out the remain- 
der of the time as an en- 
listed man he is per- 
mitted to retire at the 
highest rank he ever 
held. So, if, for example, 
a colonel decides to re- 
main in as a sergeant, he 
will be retired at 20 
years with the pension of 
a colonel. 

For this reason many 
officers have become en- 
listed men rather than 
get out of the service. 
It is naturally a great 
psychological and sociological change for them and on a re- 
cent visit to a United States Army base at Kaiserslautern 
we talked to several enlisted men who had formerly been 
colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors and captains. 

One man, a full colonel in the Signal Corps, had been 
reduced to the rank of buck sergeant. He had two years 
to go and now found himself carrying out Signal Corps or- 
-ders that he himself had originated. Another master ser- 
geant had commanded an artillery battalion as a lieutenant 
colonel, a third Wasga former major in the Finance section, 
now holding the rank of piatoon sergeant. There were oth- 
ers who were also holding minor positions.

“I guess the toughest part of becoming an en- 
listed man,” said one of the sergeants, “is the ef- 
fect it has on your family. Some of the wives can’t 
take it. It changes your entire social life. There 
was a case here of a major whose wife was very 
active in the Officers’ Wives Club and on the 
school board. One day he was a major and the 
next day he was master sergeant. His family had 
to move out of officer’s quarters into the enlisted 
men’s area. It was a hell of a shock for her.” 


“Usually,” another sergeant added, “they move up to a 
new base. But he had less than a year to go so they kept 
him here. It was probably the worst year his wife ever 
lived through.” 


. THE EX-FINANCE OFFICER said: My problem was 
with kid. He was in junior high school and the kids in 
the army are much more rank conscious than their fathers. 
They rode him unmercifully about me becoming an enlisted 
man. I had to change his school. Kids don’t understand 
these things, and they can be rough.” 


The former Artillery lieutenant colonel said: 
“It was doubly hard on my wife because she had 
been an officer herself. It took her a long time to 
make her adjustment. But time is a great healer 
and now she is getting used to the idea. I’ve been 
lucky in my particular case, in that I'm with a 
headquarters group and not in the field. It would 
be very tough if some squirt second lieutenant de- 
cided to give me a bad time. But here I think they 
feel sorry for me, and everyone has been very nice. 
I think they look on me as a father and I try to 
be helpful. I’m not résentful. I’ve been in the 
Army too leng.” 


One of the former officers was fresentful: “You 
wouldn’t mind until you find an officer with far less quali- 
ficat?ons who wasn't riffed. The reserve officers have taken 
a beating in the euring. Regular officers haven't had to be- 
come enlisted men.’ 

“The biggest problem for me,” a former major told us, 
“was the social adjustment. All our friends are officers and 
it's embarrassing for them as well as us now. We've had to 
give up associations we've made over a period of 20 years.” 


“SOME ENLISTED MEN are resentful of us,” an ex- 
Infantry captain told us, “because they feel we're taking 
the rank away from them. But I was an enlisted man be- 
fore I was an officer and I don't feel guilty about this at 
ell.” 

To add insult to injury a new “White Charger” plan 
for enlisted men is soon to go into effect in which case 
many of the officers who took enlisted men’s ranks will 
lose a stripe on their chevrons, and will be downgraded in 
title. 

After all they’ve been through so far, it’s a hard pill 


for most of these former officers to swallow.

As the 
years sped along Cooper not 
only retained his steady hold 
among the nation’s top 10 stars, 
but seemed to have developed 
a greater range and maturity 
than ever. 


In addition to such adven- 
ture stories as “Springfield 
Rifle,” “Distant Drums” and 
“Vera Vruz,” he came through 
with “Mr. Deeds Goes to Town,” 
the Academy - winning “High 
Noon” (Cooper’s second). “Gar- 
den of Evil,” the Billy Mitchell 
story, “Love in the Afternoon” 
and “Ten North Frederick.” 
The last-named already is be- 
ing bruited, although still pre- 
maturely, as another possible 
Academy Award nominee. Al- 
together Cooper has played 
more than a hundred starring 
parts. 


During a 24,000-mile trek 
to troop bases in the Pacific 
area, in the World War I! 
period, Cooper found that 
the scene he was asked most 
frequently to do for the 
G.l.s was Lou Gehrig's fare- 
well speech at Yankee Sta- 
dium, from “Pride of the 
Yankees.” 


Cooper's interest in fishing, 
hunting, golfing and swimming 
is as keen as it ever was. When 
he feels nervous tension build- 
ing up, he generally slips away 
on a hunting expedition, with 
some close buddies. He is 
adept at skiing and skin-diving, 
and.tis wife and daughter have 
joined him in the latter sports.

Cooper feels that the biggest 
changes in movie-making of 
the present decade have come 
about through the increasing 


impetus for travel, and “real 
life’’ film backgrounds. 
“Spain, Hawaii, Japan and 


Italy were so many dots on a 
map when I first climbed on 
a horse on a movie set,” he re- 
marked. “Today there's hardly 
a corner of the world—or that 
part of the world free for 
travel—which hasn't become a 
familiar stamping ground for 


motion - picture production 
units.
